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Town bus at risk from‘mad’cuts 


KEY bus services in the Honiton area are at 
risk of being scrapped altogether if “nonsen¬ 
sical” cost-cutting measures continue to be 
forced upon local government, town council¬ 
lors have warned. 

Significant reductions to vital public transport links 
- including plans to cut journeys from the Honiton 
town service - are currently under consideration by 
Devon County Council and could come into effect 
later this year. 

Local councillors have described the proposals as 
“madness” and some fear that the town service could 
be withdrawn completely in the future. 

Discussing the plans at a meeting last week, exas¬ 
perated town councillors warned that dwindling bus 
services would make it harder for visitors to access 
the town centre, creating a car parking crisis with 
shoppers likely to fill up the already limited spaces. 

Under the proposals, the daily Honiton town service 
(367) would be significantly reduced, with the 7:25am 
and all journeys after 4:10pm withdrawn. 

The route serving Pine Grove could also be cut back 
from six to three days a week, with a view to making

annual savings of £4,000. 

Councillor Nick Cornwell said the 367 could no 
longer be regarded as a town bus with such a thin cov¬ 
erage, and that he was concerned the service could be 
withdrawn completely in the future. 


Deputy Mayor John Zarczynski added: “I think it is 
total madness. As we all know, the town is going to 
expand considerably over the next few years and we 
already have a shortage of public car parking. 

“If anything, we should be looking at increasing bus 
services to reduce demand for people to use their cars. 

“Otherwise, as the town grows, there is not going to 
be enough parking and there is not going to be a bus 
service.” 


Further reductions are planned for the 387 service, 
between Sidmouth and Taunton - Honiton’s only di¬ 
rect link to the Somerset town. 

And the 684 and 694 routes, which connect Honiton 
and its surrounding villages are also facing major cut¬ 
backs. 

The Fare Car service - which supports people who 
do not live on bus routes - will also be reduced from 
six days a week to Tuesdays and Fridays only, under 
the proposals. 

Devon County Council is looking to claw back £1.7 
million from its public transport budget, as the cash- 
strapped authority tries to meet its savings targets. 

It says the measures are “no longer avoidable” but 
has pledged to ensure that no community that is cur-

New HQ for police 
and fire service 


AXMINSTER’S firefighters are moving into their 
refurbished headquarters this week after spend¬ 
ing a year in portable buildings. 

Police officers will follow suit at the end of the 
month and move into the revamped and ex¬ 
panded emergency services centre. The joint 
venue will bring the two services closer together, 
bringing mutual benefits. 

Axminster Fire Station had seen very little 
change since built in 1963. Work to upgrade and 
expand the facility started a year ago, but came 
to an abrupt halt in April when the contractor 
went into administration. The enforced break 
lasted for four months, but Axminster Fire Sta¬ 
tion Commander Ian Turner took possession of 
the site on Monday. 

Some finishing touches are still to be applied, 
but the fire station will be operational no later 
than Friday this week. 

Station Commander Turner said: “It means a 
great deal. It certainly is bigger and a far cry from 
where we were." 

Apart from having more space, the firefighters 
now have a dedicated kit room and state-of-the- 
art cleaning facilities for their breathing appara¬ 
tus. 

Police Inspector Simon Weare said: “We hope to 
be in and fully operational by the end of March. 
We are looking forward to working out of these 
shared premises and serving the community of 
Axminster from our new base." 

Axminster Neighbourhood Beat Manager PC 
Simon Aldred added: "It will be nice for us to work 
alongside the fire service. We will get a better un¬ 
derstanding of what our services do and operate, 
which can only benefit us all." 

Eleven firefighters and eight police officers will 
be based at the combined fire and police station. 
An open day is planned for April, with more de¬ 
tails to be announced in due course.

Seaton Town FC can’t accommodate the current 
amount of youth teams, let alone any potential 
expansion - and the adult sides can’t progress 
any further up the league pyramid as the current 
pitch is too narrow.

Leasing its pitch from

The draft strategy 
was discussed by the 
town council’s plan¬ 
ning committee last 
week. 


HOSPITAL campaigners have renewed their calls 
to keep in-patient beds in Ottery St Mary, follow¬ 
ing a series of ‘black alerts’ issued at hospitals 
across the South West. 

Those fighting the proposals to move the beds 
away from Ottery and close its minor injuries unit 
say the crisis - which saw the Royal Devon and 
Exeter Hospital stretched to breaking point last 
week - underlines the importance of keeping 
community services closer to home. 

Last week the RD&E spent a day on ‘black alert’ 
- the highest level warning status, issued when 
a hospital can no longer cope with the number of 
patients coming into the accident and emergency 
department. 

The Save Our Ottery Hospital campaign (SOOH), 
which has led the fight against plans to transfer 
facilities away from the town, says the pressure 
on larger hospitals highlights the vital role played 
by services in the community. 

Campaign spokesman Philip Algar said: “The 
difficulties for the NHS across the country this 
winter demonstrate that this is not the time to be 
pulling vital services out of communities."

Improved play facilities on the way 


COUNCILLORS are reaching the final stages of a 
project to improve equipment and facilities in 
Honiton's play parks. 

Project leaders will meet with East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council officers in the next few weeks to fi¬ 
nalise the plans, after children from both of the 
town's primary schools were asked what im¬ 
provements they would like to see. 

Honiton Town Council has been awarded a total 
of £50,000 to invest in play facilities and an ex¬ 
tensive consultation process has involved a range 
of ideas being submitted by residents and the 
children themselves. 

One idea that has been suggested is for a zip- 
wire to be constructed on the field next to the 
Honiton Bowling Club in Streamers Meadows, but 
a number of options are still on the table. 

Councillor Sharon Pavey has been leading the 
project on behalf of Honiton Town Council, with 
the help of Councillor Les Bayliss and Councillor 
Jackie Wadsworth. 

“The children at both Honiton Primary and Lit- 
tletown Primary Academy have highlighted the 
types of play equipment they like, and we have 
selected several play areas to be looked at," said 
Councillor Pavey. 

“The next stage is working with EDDC to finalise 
the play areas and then they will come up with 
some options for play equipment based on what 
the children liked. We will then go back to the 
schools to choose the final pieces." 

Money for the improvements has been collected 
from the contributions of housing developers fol¬ 
lowing recent building projects in the town. 

And Councillor Pavey said it had been one of her 
personal ambitions as a town councillor to see the 
scheme through to completion. 

“This has to be one of the most exciting things I 
have been involved with in my four years on Honi¬ 
ton Town Council," she said. 

“Being able to spend over £50,000 on improving 
facilities for the children in the town is fabulous. 

“We are working closely with the schools to en¬ 
sure the children get exactly what they want." 



Teen guility of attack 

A HONITON teenager has been handed a 
suspended jail sentence after attacking a 
stranger in the town centre on Christmas 
Eve. 

Appearing at Exeter Magistrates' Court 
recently, 19-year-old Freddy Jones pleaded 
guilty to the offence, described as a “very 
nasty unprovoked attack". 

The victim required urgent dental treatment 
after the attack, which took place in High 
Street late on Christmas Eve last year. 

Mr Jones was given a 12-week custodial 
sentence, suspended for 18 months, as well as 
60 hours unpaid community work and a 
supervision order. 

He has also been ordered to pay £500 in 
compensation and to reimburse his victim for 
medical costs. 

In addition to the attack, the 19-year-old 
pleaded guilty to a further offence of breach¬ 
ing the conditions of his anti-social behav¬ 
iour order on the same evening.

-rently served by a bus is completely cut off. 

The changes to Honiton services will see many 
routes withdrawn on a Saturday, sparking concern 
that the street market will pay the price. 

Councillor John Taylor said the cuts were “nonsen¬ 
sical” and that Saturday services were being “wiped 
out”. 

Councillor Peter Corke warned that residents in the 
villages surrounding Honiton, who rely on public 
transport to access essential facilities in the town, will 


be “in trouble” without regular buses. 

Councillor Zarczynski added: “This has been ill 
thought out - it is not about service, it is purely about 
cost-cutting. 

“What they are doing is totally disregarding the 
needs of people in Honiton and looking at the balance 
sheet. There is an agenda behind this.”

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Local MPs raising the plight of our 
community hospitals in Westminster 



MP Neil Parish raised the case 
of community hospitals - and 
Axminster in particular - in the 
House of Commons. 

He asked the Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of State for 
Health, George Freeman MP, 
about the future role of commu¬ 
nity hospitals in Devon and also 
made the case for Axminster 
Hospital’s in-patient beds to re¬ 
open. 

Although no promises were 
given, the Parliamentary Under¬ 
secretary agreed that commu¬ 
nity hospitals could play a key

role in supporting patient conva¬ 
lescence. 

The in-patient beds at Axmin¬ 
ster Hospital were transferred to 
Seaton Hospital on a temporary 
basis early this year because of 
staffing levels. 

Northern Devon Healthcare 
NHS Trust has since launched a 
recruitment campaign with 
Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends and Axminster Hospital 
Action Group to find enough 


nurses so the beds can be 
brought back. 

But the long-term future re¬ 
mains unclear as NEW Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
may concentrate in-patient beds 
to only three hospitals, which 
would mean an in-patient bed 
closure in Axminster. 

During the House of Com¬ 
mons debate on February 24th, 
Mr Parish asked Mr Freeman 
what assessment his department 
has made of the future role of 
community hospitals. 

Mr Freeman replied: “Com¬ 
munity hospitals can play a 
hugely important role in the 21st 
century NHS. 

“The NHS ‘Five Year Forward 
View’ explicitly recognised the 
role of smaller hospitals, includ¬ 
ing community hospitals, as part 
of the new care models towards 
which we need to evolve. 

“Specific local commissioning 
decisions are rightly taken by 
local clinical commissioning 
groups, reflecting local need.” 

Mr Parish said: “We have ex¬ 
cellent hospitals in Tiverton, 
Honiton, Axminster and Seaton, 
and there could be a much 
greater link between them and 
the Royal Devon and Exeter 
NHS Foundation Trust. 

“For example, patients could 
be moved to the community 
hospital in Axminster after acute 
operations, thereby creating 
space at the RD&E and keeping 
Axminster Hospital open with 
beds, which the population is 
keen to see.” 

The reply from Mr Freeman 
was: “I pay tribute to 
my honourable friend 
for his tireless work on 
this matter. 

“I know that he re¬ 
cently met the Secretary 
of State to discuss it and 
that he has been very 
active locally and here 
in Parliament. 

“He is right that local 
community hospitals 
can play a key role in 
supporting patient con¬ 
valescence, providing 
particularly good care 
in the community close 
to home, which is con¬ 
venient for elderly pa¬ 
tients, and relieving 
pressure on acute hospi¬ 
tal beds. 

“You do not have to 
take it from me, Mr 
Speaker; take it from 
Simon Stevens, the 
chief executive of NHS 
England. 

“He recently said: ‘A

‘The NHS needs to abandon a 
fixation with ‘mass centralisa¬ 
tion’.” 


• EAST Devon MP Hugo 
Swire met with the Secretary of 
State for Health, Jeremy Hunt, 
on February 10th, to press him 
on matters relating to East 


Devon’s healthcare. At the meet¬ 
ing, which was also attended by 
fellow Devon MPs Mel Stride 
and Neil Parish, Mr Swire 
voiced his opposition to plans to 
close inpatient beds at Ottery St 
Mary Hospital. 

Mr Swire also backed the 
NEW Devon Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group’s (CCG) inten¬ 
tion to switch providers from 
North Devon Healthcare Trust to 
Royal Exeter and Devon Foun¬ 
dation Trust (RD&EFT) having 
recognised RD&EFT as the pre¬ 
ferred provider. 

Mr Swire also urged the Secre¬ 
tary of State to ensure that the 
ongoing Monitor investigation 
into the transfer is ‘concluded as 
quickly as possible’.

District council recommends 
Stout Farm plans for approval 


PLANS to convert an agricultural outbuilding 
into annexe accommodation at Stout Farm in 
Honiton are set to be approved, despite objec¬ 
tions raised by local councillors. 

Officers at East Devon District Council have 
advised planning chiefs to green light the pro¬ 
posals, even though town councillors have 
raised concerns that the development would 
be unsustainable and intrude into a neigh¬ 
bouring property. 

Councillor Phil Twiss, district councillor for 
the Honiton St Michael's ward said he was un¬ 
able to support the application. 

“The existing building is unsubstantial and 
my concern is that ‘conversion’ of an agricul¬ 


tural building of this type amounts to new de¬ 
velopment in a highly protected area situated 
in an arguably unsustainable location with no 
proven requirement or need for residential 
use,” he said. 

But a report to be presented to members of 
EDDC’s development management commit¬ 
tee recommends approval of the application. 

It says the design would have ‘‘no discernible 
impact” on the surrounding area of outstand¬ 
ing natural beauty and highlights steps taken 
by the applicant to limit loss of privacy to the 
neighbouring property. 

Councillors will reach a decision at a meeting 
today (Tuesday).

Sale of the century 


A COLLECTION of rare and high-quality 
examples of Honiton pottery spanning 
the 20th century is to go under the 
hammer next week. 

Assembled over many decades, the 
collection includes a number of unusual 
pieces with many examples of work by 
renowned Honiton potter Charles Col- 
lard, who ran a business in the town from 
1918 until his retirement in 1947. 

Collard is best known for his colourful 
and complex designs, mostly produced 
between the First and Second World 
Wars. 

Other items of note include pieces 
produced by Forster and Hunt, who 
owned the pottery in the early 1900s, a 
range of 14-inch diameter chargers and 
rare examples of the pottery's 'Sweet- 
pea' pattern. 

The items will be up for sale at the next 
Chilcotts auction on Friday, March 13th 
and staff believe they could attract 
some interest among buyers. 

“When we unwrapped the contents of 
the boxes we were excited to discover a 
number of items that we don't often 
see, particularly a group of pottery ani¬ 
mals." said auctioneer Liz Chilcott, who 
has previously catalogued two other 
private collections of Honiton pottery. 

“The Sweetpea design was created 
and only ever painted by Joan Collard, 
daughter of Charles - she confirmed 
this to us when she came to one of our 
auctions. 

“We recently discovered that Joan is 
celebrating her 100th birthday in April, 
and we hope the sale will be a fitting 
tribute to her creative talent. We know 
there will be a lot of interest in Joan's de¬ 
signs." 


Although pottery has been made in 
Honiton since the middle of the mid- 
17th century, most items were made 
during the 20th century, before the 
business finally closed in the early 
1990s. 

Auctioneer Duncan Chilcott added: 
“Honiton pottery is made from a fairly 
soft clay and, consequently, it can easily 
be chipped. 

“When we studied the individual arti¬ 
cles, we were delighted by the lack of 
imperfections. This collection has been 
well looked after." 

The collection is so comprehensive 
that the 75 lots in the March sale repre¬ 
sent only a handful of the items assem¬ 
bled. The second set will be sold later in 
the year. 

Auctioneers expect the items to fetch 
anywhere from £30 to £150 when they 
go under the hammer at Chilcotts' sale¬ 
room in Silver Street next Saturday 
(March 13th) at 10:30am.

Lollipop lady Rita is saved

SEATON Primary School head teacher Mrs 
Kate McFarlane has welcomed the decision to 
postpone the move to axe the lollipop lady. 

Pulman’s reported last month that Rita Hallett, 
who has been safeguarding the safety of the chil¬ 
dren crossing the busy Valley View for 22 years, 
was to lose her job as part of the cutbacks to the 



budget at Devon County Council. 

But county officials have given the service a 
stay of execution for at least a year which will 
give Mrs McFarlane, chairman of governors Jim 
Knight, who represents Seaton Coastal on 
Devon County Council and Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil to look at future options when they meet this 
week. 

“We are really pleased with the decision,” 
said Mrs McFarlane. 

“The decision to withdraw the lollipop 
lady is not as sudden as we thought and it 
has given us some breathing space. 

“It (the lollipop service) is huge for us. It 
is not just helping the children across the 
road of course but the sense of safety it 
brings and we have had our lollipop lady 
for many years.” 

While also welcoming the decision Cllr 
Knight said it was now vital that all the in¬ 
terested parties pushed ahead to find an al¬ 
ternative source of funding for the service 
when it is finally removed in 2016. 

“We have to try and see if we can find a 
sponsor, like a Bradfords (Building Sup¬ 
plies) or Tesco, to support the service in the 
future or maybe Seaton Town Council can 
take it on as the children using it are from 
Seaton,” said Cllr Knight. 

“The pressure is off for the moment but 
we need to move forward and look at other 
solutions.” 

Cllr Knight said council officials deserved 
credit for listening to objections to the sud¬ 
den withdrawal of funding as it would have 
left little time to plan for a replacement 
service. 

A spokesman from Devon County Coun¬ 
cil issued the following statement. 

“The Council has found extra funding to 
maintain the school crossing patrol service, 


at current levels, for the coming year. 

“During that time, we will be consulting with 
schools to explore different funding models that 
would enable patrols to continue after March 
2016. Where schools can support the patrols fi¬ 
nancially, the Council will continue to provide 
training and equipment.”

A GOVERNMENT inspector has forced East Devon 
District Council (EDDC) to speed up its Local Plan 
process and publish the Strategic Housing Market 
Assessment (SHMA) earlier than planned. 

Council bosses previously said that further delays 
to the East Devon Local Plan were “inevitable" and 
the next steps would have to wait until after the 
May elections. 

With the elections looming, EDDC said the process 
could be seen as being “politically motivated". But 
in a statement issued on Friday, February 27th, 
EDDC announced a change. 

EDDC Leader, Councillor Paul Diviani, explained: 
“The SHMA is the remaining key piece of evidence 
that enables us to produce an objectively assessed 
housing need for the district and to move forward 
with the Local Plan. 

“We had previously envisaged that the upcoming 
election would prevent progress being made until 
May. 

“However, the inspector has made it clear that he 
expects to see the proposed changes to the Local 
Plan by mid-April and we must adhere to his 
timescale, as the process to move forward is led by 
him. We anticipate adopting our Local Plan by the 
end of 2015." 

An EDDC spokesperson added: “Before the end of 

District council 
tax share to stay 

EAST Devon District Council’s (EDDC) cut of 
council tax has been frozen for a fifth year in a row. 

The council’s precept for 2015/16 has been set at 
£6.73m, resulting in a council tax Band D charge 
of £121.78. 

One of the reasons for the freeze is a rare increase 
in central government funding. 


March members of the Development Management 
Committee (DMC) and full council will meet to con¬ 
sider any revisions to the Local Plan, including pro¬ 
posed housing numbers." 

“Following full council, any changes will be incor¬ 
porated into the report and the final version will be 
submitted to the inspector. 

“From mid-April to the end of May, the views of 


councillors and the public will be sought through 
consultation, using questions provided by the in¬ 
spector. The consultation period will be followed by 
oral examination sessions in August/September." 

The SHMA is a multi-authority commission by 
East Devon, Exeter, Mid Devon and Teignbridge 
Councils and Dartmoor National Park Authority, 
with Devon County Council also being a partner. 


Plenty of interest in hospital vacancies 


THE interviewing process is well 
underway following recruitment 
days in Axminster and Seaton to 
find nurses and healthcare assis¬ 
tants for the two towns’ hospitals. 

A total of 153 prospective em¬ 
ployees attended two recruitment 
days at Axminster and Seaton hos¬ 
pitals in February as work contin¬ 
ues to re-open the in-patient beds 
at Ax min ster community hospital. 

The beds at Axminster have 
been temporarily closed since Jan¬ 
uary due to concerns over lone- 
working and reduced nursing 
levels. 

During the consultation, the 
Axminster League of Friends of¬ 
fered the trust up to £300,000 to 
look at ways to eradicate lone 
working and retain the beds at 
Ax min ster. 

Members of Northern Devon 
Healthcare NHS Trust (NDHT) 
and the Leagues of Friends in 
Axminster and Seaton have been 
working together to recruit full¬ 
time and part-time nurses to safely 
re-open 16 beds in Ax min ster. 

The equivalent of 11 extra 


nurses are needed to achieve this; 
29 registered nurses attended the 
open days, seven of whom have 
already applied and been inter¬ 
viewed, with two more days of in¬ 
terviews planned between now 
and March 11th. 

With approximately 800 nursing 
vacancies across Devon and Corn¬ 
wall, the NHS says it has to “think 
creatively and laterally” about 
how to recruit nurses. 

An NDHT spokesperson said: 
“Working in partnership with the 
local community in Axminster and 
Seaton has had a hugely positive 
impact because new staff realise 
they will be joining a service that 
enjoys the absolute support and 
passion of the local community.” 

Steve Holt, the chairman of the 
working group and treasurer of 
Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends, said: “The level of inter¬ 
est at the open days was very en¬ 
couraging; it makes the target of 
re-opening the in-patient unit look 
more and more achievable.” 

Tina Naldrett, deputy director of 
nursing for NDHT, added: “We 


are thrilled at the level of interest 
shown at these recruitment open 
days. 

“It really goes to show the differ¬ 
ence that working closely with 
your local community can make. 

“As far as we know, we are the 
only Trust in the area working to¬ 
gether with Leagues of Friends in 
this way to address staffing short¬ 
ages. 

“We are committed to working 
in partnership in order to re-open 
the beds in Axminster safely.” 

As the recruitment drive contin¬ 
ues, further open days are sched¬ 
uled on March 13th and 23rd in 
Barnstaple and Tiverton. 

But the long-term future remains 
unclear as NEW Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group may con¬ 
centrate in-patient beds to only 
three hospitals, which would mean 
an in-patient bed closure in 
Ax min ster. 

The NDHT has, however, said it 
is confident it will have enough 
work for any newly recruited staff 
affected should a permanent bed 
closure occur.

THE countryside code began in the 1950’s to help 
protect, respect and allow people enjoy the coun¬ 
tryside in England and Wales. Due to the spring and 
summer months soon approaching, it is beneficial 
to the environment and farmers to re min d dog own¬ 
ers how to conduct themselves while walking in the 
countryside. Key things to consider are: 

• Respecting other people - always leave gates 
as you find them and follow instructions on signs. 
Leave farm equipment and animals alone, if you 
think an animal is in distress try to alert the farmer 
or inform the RSPCA. Keep out the way if animals 
are being moved and follow farmer’s directions. 

• Protecting the environment - always pick up 
after your dog, take litter home and dispose appro¬ 
priately. Ensure your dog is wormed regularly, at 
least every 3 months to prevent infections and pro¬ 
tect other animals. 

• Protecting your dog against diseases that can 
be contracted through wildlife - Monthly treat¬ 
ment against Lungworm protects your dog from 
the ‘silent killer’ that is carried by foxes. This par¬ 
asite is not killed with regular worming treatment 
- ask your vet how to protect your dog. 

• Protecting livestock and Wildlife - Make 
sure your dog is under control near any 
wildlife or farm animals by keeping your dog 
on a lead. Pay attention to any signs which 
may not permit dog’s to walk on certain land. 

• Livestock can behave unpredictably espe¬ 


cially if they have young animals; give them space 
so that they don’t feel threatened. Some dogs have 
the tendency to chase animals; please keep them 
away from livestock, especially pregnant ewes and 
ewes with young lambs. 

It is a legal requirement to keep your dog on a 
short lead on ‘open access land’ (no more than 2 
metres) near animals and horses for safety reasons.

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Fire crews fight 
Offwell blaze 


FIRE crews from across East Devon 
were called upon to help tackle a 
major blaze at a listed building near 
Honiton last week. 

Crews struggled to bring the blaze 
at Bishops Tower, Offwell, under con¬ 
trol for around seven hours on Friday 
afternoon. 

A total of 11 teams, including a sup¬ 
port unit from Totnes, were at the 
scene, and some were still fighting 
the blaze in the early hours of Satur¬ 
day morning. 

Firefighters from Floniton, Colyton 
and Axminster were first to arrive at 
at around 1.30pm, but soon re¬ 
quested further assistance from 
teams in Sidmouth and Exeter. 

Four more appliances were called 
for, as well as a team from Western 
Power, just after 3pm, to help bring 
the blaze under control. 

Crews from Ottery St Mary, Seaton, 
Cullompton and another from Exeter 


arrived at the scene, where the build¬ 
ing was still ablaze. 

It took around two hours for crews 
to confirm that the occupants of the 
house had been safely removed, but 
it is understood that no one was in¬ 
jured during the fire. 

Four crews remained at the scene 
into the evening to dampen down the 
building using specialist equipment, 
and the Devon and Somerset Fire 
Service confirmed on Saturday 
morning that all appliances had left by 
the early hours of the morning. 

A spokesperson for the service said 
the roof of the building had been “50 
per cent damaged", with smoke and 
water damage to parts of the house. 

Fie added: “A total of nine breathing 
apparatus wearers, two main jets and 
two hose reel jets were used over a 
long period of time to extinguish this 
fire. Hie cause has been found to be 
accidental."

Increase in district electoral roll numbers 


EAST Devon District 
Council's new doorstep 
canvassing routine has 
swelled its electoral reg¬ 
ister by five per cent, 
the second highest in 
England and Wales in 
terms of percentage. 

The council came in for 
heavy criticism when 
the Electoral Commis¬ 
sion said it fell short of 
canvassing require¬ 
ments to register 
households in person 
ahead of changes to the 
registration format in 
June last year. 

A member of the Po¬ 
litical and Constitutional 
Reform Committee in 
the Flouse of Commons 
went as far as accusing 
EDDC chief executive 
and electoral registra¬ 
tion officer Mark 
Williams of breaking the 
law because there had 
been no doorstep can¬ 
vassing since 2010. 

It was claimed that 
about 6,000 voters had 
come off the electoral 
register as a result. 

Mr Williams said that 
methods other than 
doorstep canvassing 
had been used, but as¬ 
sured committee mem¬ 
bers that a doorstep 
canvassing was being 
assembled. 

An Electoral Commis¬ 
sion report named 


Analysis of the Decem¬ 
ber 2014 Electoral Reg¬ 
isters in England and 
Wales reveals that 
EDDC's electoral regis¬ 
ter stands at 102,345 - 
a five per cent increase 
compared to June 2014. 


The increase was 
noted in the report, 
which said: “In East 
Devon there has been 
an increase in the num¬ 
ber of entries on the 
register. The electoral 
registration officer has 


attributed this to the 
success of making vis¬ 
its to non-responding 
properties and individ¬ 
uals, which were carried 
out across the area in 
2014 for the first time 
since 2010."

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Seaton Town Council 
backs library youth group 


A SPLIT Seaton Town Council agreed to give Seaton 
Library Youth Group a £1,069 grant. 

The application was for £2,500, but the town 
council only had £1,069 left in the grants account. 
Councillors were all supportive of the group's work, 
but some expressed concern for a number of rea¬ 
sons. 

Councillor Heather Sanham, for example, said: “I 
take my hat off to the people who run the activities, 
but I'm a bit concerned that the town council seems 
to be pretty much the sole provider for the facility 
to continue." 

She also said the application indicated that much 
of the grant would be used for salaries, which the 
town council shouldn't provide grants for. 

Councillor John Meakin pointed out that the li¬ 
brary is a Devon County Council (DCC) facility. Re¬ 
ferring to DCC's closure of its Seaton youth club, 


Councillor Meakin said: "They have got away with 
murder." 

Councillor Sharon Bruce suggested a compromise 
of giving a £500 grant. Councillor Peter Burrows 
joined the debate by saying: "The likelihood of DCC 
providing money for this is gone. 

"It is a good service, and where would they [the 
youths] go if it was shut?" 

It was eventually decided to give £1,069 but three 
councillors (Heather Sanham, John Meakin and 
Tony Woodman) voted against). 

Councillor Woodman said after the meeting: 
"Quite simply, we can't give a grant that pays for 
staffing and that's exactly what they voted to do. 
So wrong." 

Town clerk Chris Drake, however, told Pulmon's 
View there is no problem and the cheque would be 
sent to the recipient on Friday February 27th. 


Village halls boosted by community fund 


VILLAGE halls in Chardstock, 
West Hill and Hawkchurch have 
scooped a combined total of 
£7,016 from East Devon District 
Council (EDDC). 

The Community Building Fund 
offers a maximum individual 
amount of £5,000.
